Drawings 

1 • The corrected or substitute drawings were received on April 21 ,2003. These 
drawings are accepted by examiner and the objection to drawing has been withdrawn. 
Claims 23,25 and 27 previously objected .now have been amended to be independent 
form including all limitations of the base claim (claim 1) and any intervening claims. 
Examiner accept also the changes to the phrase "and associated with the slide way of 
the secondary part" of the base claim to be " and the slide way has associated therewith 
the secondary part". 

Claim 1 has been amended and overcome the cited reference "Bader'965". 
Claims 2 and 3 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art including Bader'965 fail to teach a transport systems comprising; a slide 
way extending alone a substantial portion of a production line with at least one product 
carrier adapted to be moved alone said slide way bv means of a linear drive unit, a 
primary part functionin g as a stator of the linear motor, a secondary part functioning as 
a reaction member of the linear motor, wherein the product carrier is provided with a 
substantially flat base Plate for transporting objects wherein that the primary part 
is arranged on a veh icle and the slide way of has associated therewith the 
secondary part, said v ehicle being adapted to be coupled to the base plate so as 
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to move in unison t herewith said vehicle moveable alone said slide wav 
independ ently of said base plate when not coupled to said base plate.
